Hither of the tires mentioned 
could have been extinguished if 
therQ liad lieen a fire fijrIitinK s.\ s- 
tom, even with the crudest kind 
of sppKsnoes. As we said last 
week, enoiitrli property has Ijeeii 
destroyed in Jucksua within the 
past ten years to equip the finest 
fire departmpnt in the Stale. Hut 
this is not tbe only monetary lo-ss 
to .the citizens of the town because 
of their neglect to protect their 
projjcrty against fire. The inwur- 
ancc rates are much hiiHter here 
than they wouKl he if tiie town 
had a irood fire departuient. The 
ditferenc! in the cost of insurance 
alone would, in a few years, more 
than pay the exitense of equipiiiir 
in;; tlie town with a respectable 
lire lichtin^; s.vsteni. 

There are several sections on 
i}oth Hroa I wa.v and Main streets 
where, should a fire break out un- 
der present conditions, it would 
Ix" impossible to check the flames 
before from ten to fifteen build- 
ings bad been destroyed, and if 
Uierc should Ijc a bittb wind at the 
time of such a fire there is no way 
of estimating tbe amount of prop- 
erty that would be destroyed. 

Tliere are two methods of equip- 
pini; the town as it should be in 
the Hre lijrhtins: line. The first is 
by a steam tire engine and a sys- 
tem of fire cisterns or wells. This 
would ihsuie the Uiwn a)fainst any 
great loas by tire if proi>erly 
handled. The second and better 
wa.v is to install water works in 
Jackson.

What better in- 
vestment do»'s the capitnlist de- 
sire ( There are coal fields that 
will abound in Ihal mineral long 
after the Kistom mines haf|||[wn 
exhausted. 

In regarda to tha famsar. Chare 
are tbri'e irieat industries entirely 
undcveloiiod that this county is 
eapaeially fitted for. First to the 
growing of fruit, such as apples, 
peaches and itrapes. Sec«md, the 
raisinff of sheep, by which the 
v^st unp.istiircd lands could he 
turned into a source of great 
Mltli. Third, to tha ratoing of 
poultry. 

Tbe coves in the hillsides are 
well adapted to fruit growing and 
no |i:irl of Kentucky will r;iise Ijot- 
ter fruit than lliis section. Apples 
are shipped into Jackson when 
tliis county sliould supply Li'xing- 
ton with more than one half of its 
applaa aad peaches, and then send 
large shipments to Cineinnati. 
Tbe quality; of the fruit here is 
tha best and there to rarely a sea 
son when tbe crop is a failure. 
Grapes are shipped here from 
Leiriairlan and Cinoinnati. We 
should reverse the process and it 
would be very i.rotitable. 

That tha aheep raising iadastry 
would pay well here is so evident 
that it is only necessary to iwint 
out the vast unused imsturos in 
Hreatbitt county. Dogs? A' few 
dead sheep, a phial of str.vchoine, 
and tiiat objection is soon done 
away, aapeoially whan «oe builds 
sheep folds. 

The poultry business would pay 
if well attended to, a^ this couitty
